It 
will 1)0 remumbered that Van Home, when 
interviewed liy the board of triulo in this 
city, was asked his opinion on the disal- 
lowance of the Manitoba road, and also in 
regard to tho road running from West- 
minster to the boundary Imo. Referring 
to the latter he stated that ho thought 
it would be in the interests of 
Victorians as well as the railway to 
ojipose such a scheme, and \'an lloriie's 
suggestion was received with favor. 
However, far from the C. P. R. desiring 
to oppose tho building of such a road it 
is stated on pretty good authority that 
they aro the main movers in tho matter 
anil that .Sinclair & Co. really represent 
.'Vndrew Onderdonk and the C. P. R. 
coiuiiany, and that thu line being built 
from Seattle to the boundary is simply 
for the purjiose of conni.'cting with an I'X- 
tensioii of the C. P. R., and thus furnish 
tho latter with an entry by rail into 
Washington Territorj', Oregon and Cali- 
fornia. The contention is quite reason- 
able, for the road will bo cimstrucled by 
the issuance of bonds to thu contractors,

RABBIT IMPORTATION. 

Two 'i'liousaud of Them Coming Here, Does 
and Bucks. 

iMr. Cross, the well-known naturalist of 
Liverpool, wlio is up in London looking 
aftei the gorilhi that he has just sold to 
the "/oo," paid a call to Northumberland 
stieet the other day to report on the ani- 
iii:d kindom of which ho is undisputed 
lord. 

"Tho last new thing," said Mr. Cross, 
"is the sailing olP tho ferrets; 120 of them 
have just gone oil", and with them 750 
pigoons, ten sacks of biscuits, and 875 
tins of Nustlo's milk — 1 bought the milk 
f,^' them myself." 

"lint what aro the pigeons for '." 

"That 1 will explain to you. The fer- 
leta are for the rabbits and thu pigeons 
are for the ferrets. They will eat u|) the 
750 pigeons on their voyage to New Zea- 
land. They will also consume the bis. 
ciiits and the milk. Then, f have sent 
sacks upon sacks of hay to make bedding 
I'oi ihe ferrets, ;uii |ilenty of Indian corn 
III f'.',:d np the pigeons. It was quile a 
sight - four big carts and two whole rail- 
way trucks were taken up with this con- 
signiiieiit. Two men accompanied the 
ferrets, and very hard work they have 
looking after both them and the pigeons. 
Hut then, as 1 told them, the further they 
'.^ot fr,iiii lOugland the fewer pigeons there 

will he."

"'I'liey aie a colisignmeiil to a large 
Wool farnicr in New /ealunil. Thu rab- 
bit [lest, as yon know, has nuw broken out 
very bad there. The Australians, 1 see, 
arc seeking to have a rabbit pest confer- 
ence; but this New Zealand wool merchant 
Ihoii^ht In; had bottur send to Mr. Cross, 
and .Mr. ('ross is goiiu; to send him 121) 
fell, 'Is. Tlii'y Won't iiKike niiicii hcad.va}', 
you say, against the rabbits. But then 
they breed so fast, and, if none of them 
are lost on tho voyage, in a few months' 
time my client ought to have 000 or 700 
uf them ut least. 'Don't spare the ex- 
])ense,' he said to me. The rabbits are 
,';il inc ii|i all the iiastnre on which his 
sln-.'p .iii'.;lil to la: fi'ciling, ami unless he 
can get tlieiii nnder he will be a ruined 
man. I!y tlio next mail I am going to 
send the saniu customer a consignment of 
stoats and weazels. They aro wonder- 
fully tough customers, are stoats; they 
will bleed the r.-ibbits to death in no time. 

"(,'urioiisly eiiom,di," added Mr. Cross, 
"at the Very same lime that I "received 
these orders for means of destroying the 
r;d)bitsin New Zealand, I receivcil also a 
large order for rabbits, and 1 am now 
hard at work getting together 2,000 of 
them as quickly as I can. They are going 
to British Columbia, where they have not 
•got anv rabbits. I ;iiii sending 2,000 of 
th, '111 ' 1,0(111 ihics ;in,l .■.(III bucks. This 
is a pretty lai'm; business also. They will 
wa'it a hull, hid s.icks of oats at least 
during the voyage, besides plenty of hay, 
straw, and sawdust. 

"Now, how much should you think," 
asked iNIr. Cross, "I am paying for these 
rabbits /" Our reporter hazarded a guess, 
hut it was below the niaik. 

"Five sliilliiigs a |iair," said Mr. Cross, 
"is I li.iv,' to ]iay. I am buying 

ihi'iii troiii :i lar;,'!' l.imlh.nl not far from 
l.ivi'rpool, who has raised the |irice owing 
io ill,' largo inimber of men he finds it 
m ie.-saiy to eiiqiloy in order to catch 
tlieai. It will take sixty men, ho says to 
catch these 2,000 rabbits for mo in time 
for the next mail." — Pall Mall Gazette.
